(1)  Staff  - 


As  I  took  over  the  appointment  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the 
Urban  District  Council  on  1st  August  1956  on  the  resigriation  of  Dr.  Coutts 
Milnej  my  personal  Icnowledge  of  the  District  is  restricted  to  the  latter  half 
of  the  3^ear  under  review.  The  only  senior  meraber  of  the  Health  Staff  is  the 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  -  Mr,  ?.  Rodwell  for  whose  assistance  and 
expert  knowledge  of  the  District  I  have  good  reason  to  be  grateful.  Although 
the  area  of  the  District  is  not  large,  I-ir.  Pt-odvrell ’  s  maiay  end  multifarious 
duoies,  especially  during  the  summer  season,  tend  to  be  very  onerous. 

(2)  General  Character  and  Population  of  Digstrict  - 

(a)  Population  -  Wells-next-the-Sea  is  a  small  but  charming  seaside  to-vm 
with  a  resident  population  estimated  at  2,590  for  the  mid  year  1956  and  a  large 
influx  of  suimner  visitors  who  are  attracted  in  growing  numbers  to  its  excellent 
beaches  and  delightful  surroundings.  The  resident  population  has  varied  little 
in  size  during  the  last  five  years  (average  2590.8)  and  not  at  all  since  the 
ustiraated  figure  for  1955*  A  considerable  number  of  U.S.i-cP.  famxlies  have 
become  residents  of  Wells  since  the  establishiient  of  the  Base  at  Sculthorpe. 
welcome  as  these  Allies  and  their  families  are,  their  advent  has  inevitably 
aggravated  the  housing  problem.  Wells,  with  its  many  amen./bies,  attracts  an 
increasing  number  of  retired  people  as  well  as  xiorkers  in  mhe  neighbouring 
rural  districts  of  Walsingh.am  and  Do clcing. 

The  natural  increase  in  the  population,  that  is  ‘^o  say  the  increase 
of  births  over-  deaths  during  1956  was  24.

(3)  Meteorological  Conditions  - 

The  data  which  have  been  furnished  to  me  by  couivesy  of  the  Air 
Ministry  Meteorological  Office  are  based  on  observations  a'/  the  R.A.F.  Station 
at  West  Raynham.  Although  these  cannot  be  accurately  applied  to  the  District, 
they  serve,  in  the  absence  of  other  observations,  to  give  some  indication  of 
the  climatic  cenditions  which  prevailed  ana  the  effect  whi  h  these  may  have  had 
on  the  health  of  the  District.  The  data  are  summarised  as  Appenduc  A.  (page  6  ). 

The  summer  of  1956  was  one  of  the  worst  on  rccoro,.  It  ‘will  oe  noted 
that  the  rainfa,!!  during  the  su,i:xer  months  -  June,  July  anc.  August  -  was  higher 
than  that  recorded  at  any  other  time  of  the  year.  The  highest  reading  was  3.7 
inches  in  August  and  the  total  rainfall  for  the  3'ear  xras  26,17  Irenes.  The 
relative  hunldity  undes  these  conditions  remained  at  high  .mvel  throughout  the 
year  and  particularly  so  ii  the  improved  weather  condj.tions  which  prevailed 
during  the  Autumn  and  early  x^rinter.  T emp or atxir e s .  as  migbo  be  expected,  were 
not  high  in  the  summer,  the  highest  mean  daily  temperature  recorded  being 
59.9'^F  in  July.  On  the  other  hand,  temperatures  were  not  ixcoptionally  low  in 
mhe  Xv/’inber  months  at  either  end  of  the  year.  The  Spriig  xv.xs  perfect.  Under 
these  conditions,  colds  and  snuffles  among  children  tended,  to  persist,  holidays 
were  ruined  and  spirits  generally  were  depressed.

10,04  per  1,000  in  the  preceding  year.

It  will  be  noted  that  this  is  the  t/'^'rd  occasion  within  the  last  six 
years  that  Wells-next-the-Sea  has  enjoyed  a  year  completely  free  of  infant 
deaths.  This  is  a  remarkable  record. 


■"  Oommunicable  Diseases  - 

(a)  Wells-next-the-Sea  is  in  the  very  fortunate  position  of  having  only  4 
cases  of  communicable  disease  notified  during  the  year  under  review,  and  only 
one  case  in  the  preceding  year.  This  also  is  a  remarkable  record  and  more 
particularly  so  as  Wells  has  a  large  Modern  Secondary  School  which  serves  a 
big  section  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District,-.,  neither  of  which,  unfortunately, 
had  as  good  a  record  of  freedom  from  disease » 

(b)  The  four  cases  notified  were  erysipelas  (l)  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis 
(l)  and  jaundice  (2) .  The  investigations  carried  out  in  each  case  revealed 

no  epidemiological  factor  of  any  significance. 

(c)  Specific  immunisations  were  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by  Family 
Doctors  and  by  mj^self  in  mj^-  capacity  as  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer  and 
School  Medical  Officer  in  Inf;int  Welfare  Clinics  and  Schools.  These  immuhisations 
comprised  vaccinations  agamist  smallpox  and  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough,  and  for  the  first  time  in  history,  vaccinations  with  the  modified  Salk 
vaccine,  against  poliomyelitis.  The  immunisations  carried  out  in  the  Area 
during  the  year  are  summarised  as  follo\rs:“

Vaccination  against  poliomyolitis  was  inaugurated  during  the-  year  under 
review.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  children  in  ti^e  2  -  10  age  groT'O  throughout 
the  Area  and  consent  forms  were  received  from  the  parents  of  1,845  cnildren. 
Owing  to  delays  in  the  production  of  the  vaccine  it  was  not  possible  to 
vaccinate  more  than  198  of  these  children  during  the  year,  but  the.'  is  every 
prospect  that  the  rate  »f  production  the  vaccine  will  be  incresu.id.  suffic¬ 
iently  to  cover  all  requirements.  In  the  meantiiae  the  vaccine  is  f.^'^rning  an 
increasing  degree  of  public  confidence  and  the  demand  for  protecticn  is  rising 
rapidly.

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(a)  Housing:  -  Although  the  Council  has  built  a  very  large  number  of 
houses  (290)  ^  relative  to  the  size  of  the  population,  there  are  still  a 
distressingly  large  number  of  families  li/ing  in  sub— standard  houses.  It 
uill  be  noted  from  iir.  Rodwell’s  report  that  the  estimated  number  of  houses 
which  are  considered  unfit  for  human  habitation  is  159. 


Obviouslj'",  under  present  financial  restrictions  and  high  interest  rates, 
the  Gomicil  cannot  be  expected  to  embark  on  any  extensive  building  programrae 
bvt,  at  least,  there  should  be  no  delay  in  the  clearing  of  Slums  and  the^ 
provision  of  alternative  accommodation  for  whicb  purpose  Government  subsidies 
a-re  cwailable.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  yoar  under  review  only  six 
bungalovrs  were  built  under  this  provision. 


iiany  complaints  have  been  received  from  fcjnilies  riving  in  sub-standarf' 
houses  since  I  took  over  the  appointment  and  undouotedly,  the  complaints  of 
over-crowding,  dampness,  lack  of  ventilation,  adequate  storage,  drainage, 
watei'  supply  and  other  amenities  have  i''"'ariably  been  substantiated  on 
investigation.  While  the  Coimcil  have  in'’’ariably  given  these  cases  their 
s.^yiapathetic  consideration  arid  rehoused  them  when  possible,  an  appreciable^ 
number  still  remain  whose  claims  are  distressingly  urgent.  It  wilt  be  notec 
in  this  connection  that  no  J.ess  tiian  151  nouses  ci,re  still  serveo-  oy  earth  cr 
closets. 


In  these  circumstances  can  only  hope  tha,t  financial  restrictions  mav 
soon  be  'lifted  and  that  in  the  necintime  nhe  xullest  possible  use  bo  made  as 
soon  as  possible  of  the  financial  facilities  vrhich  exist  for  the  clearance 
of  Slums,  and  house  improvements. 


(b)  Water  Supply  -  The  standard  of  the  quality  of  water  supplied  by  the 
Coincil  has  invariably  been  excellent.  The  quaiitity  available  however  has  at 
times  given  rise  to  some  concern  during  tlie  holiday  season  when  the  demand 
lias  put  a  heav^,'"  strain  on  the  supply  a.va;!.labie,  leaving  a  very  small  margin 
of  ''safety"  during  peak  periods.  It  is  noped  that  this  somewhat  precarious 
situation  can  be  adjusted  either  through  the  negotiativons  in  progress  for 
intregration  with  other  water  services  ir  adjoining  areas  or  by  other  means.
